“Andy” Shobe died at the City hos­ 
pital at 11:10 o’clork this inorriing 
from injuries sustained 
i)y 
fading 
from a sceond-story window of the 
Arnold 
building, on 
South Lamine 
avenue, last Monday night. 
Shortly after 3 o'clock Thursday 
afternoon .Mr. Shobe became violently 
insane. 
He arose from bis bed and 
roughly removed the bandages ironi 
his wounds. 
His attendants, on the advice of 
the physician, adm inistered morphine 
tablets, which quieted him for a time, 
hut as soon ns the effects wore off he 
began raving again. 
I'his morning he grew more -/tolent, 
and a hypodermic injection of mor­ 
phine was adm inistered. 
He leeover- 
ed from the influence of th* drug 
al)out 11 o’clock, and died thirty m in­ 
ute} late:. 
Coroner F. P Morley, who ha<i l>een 
attending Mr. Shohe, issued oiders 
for an inquest, to he held at the eoun- 
ty court room at tlio court house to­ 
morrow morning, to ascertain the ex­ 
act cause of death. 
It is rtimoied in connection with 
the inquest fltat some startling fh'vel- 
opm ents are to he made by reason of 
a certain drug which is a11egf*d to 
have been told to Mr. Shohe by a 
Sedalia drutrgist last Monday roght, 
shortly before the latter retired to his 
room. 
Mr. Shohe was 60 ye.urs old. 
He 
leaves a widowed mother. Mi’.s. M ar­ 
tha Shohe. aged over 90 years, rnd a 
sister, Mrs. .letfer.son I)e.Jarnette. Hoth 
reside w’est of town. 
Mr. 
Shobe received last ^Tonday 
night the injuries which caused his 
death. 
He retired about 9:30 r Vh)ck 
that night in his room in the Arnold 
building. 
At the time it was stated 
he was intoxicated, hut later devel­ 
opm ents indicated that he had been 
drugged. 
Early the next m orning Officer John 
Jackson heard the cries of a man in 
pain, and, 
investigating, found 
Mr. 
Shohe lying i.nconscious in the rear 
of the Arnold building, he evidently 
having fallen from the second story 
during the night. 
He was removed to the 
C'l'v hos­ 
pital. where, on investigation, it was 
found that h« had been internally in­ 
jured. 
His left collar hone had been 
fractured, his right hip 
had 
boon 
badly crushed and num erous lacera­ 
tions and l)’'U!ses about his body were 
visible. 
The 
patient never fully regained 
consciousness from the time he was 
taken to the hospital: hut. as has 
l)een told daily in the Henioc *at-Sen- 
tinel, grew worse, and his recovery 
was never anticipated by the attend­ 
ing physician from the time o** the 
accident. 
The rem ains of the dead man were 
removed 
to Mcl^aughlin’s undertak­ 
ing eslal)lishment. 
“ .Andy” Shohe vvas a well known 
resident of this citv. 
Persona!lv. he 
had no enemies. 
He was like! by 
ncfpiaintance, and the news of 
his di’ath will i)e read of w hh re­ 
gret.
